by the Act ol 1896, when the former Act was 
repealed, Provision wis also thea made ‘for a 
relurn of woven goods, bat as the latier clause 
has only recently come Into operation, no oppor. 
tanlty was afforded for comparison, In the pre- 
sent Btatemen/, of laet year's production of woven 
goods wilh that of former years, The totel pro- 
duction of yarn In India. duriog 1895-97 was :—

comnts above No, 20, §4,161,336 Ibs. ; total, 
417,998 935.1bs., a8 compared: with the previoas 
year's total. of 435,156.545 Ibs. The decrease 
In production was matoly apparent in Bombay, 
which hes the Ilon's share of the Indian cottan 
industry.
